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Mayor reveals plan to create 
Channel Island partnership 


WEYMOUTH is forging 
a brand new partnership 
with Channel Islanders 
on Jersey. 

The Jersey And Wey¬ 
mouth Society - JAWS 
for short - is the brain¬ 
child of Weymouth and 
Portland Mayor, Council¬ 
lor Ray Banham. 

He has spent nearly a 
year holding talks to set 
up the society which he 
hopes to inaugurate be¬ 
fore Christmas. 

He said: “Last year 
Weymouth welcomed a 
few of the surviving 
evacuees from the 25,000 
that Weymouth looked 
after during the Second 
World War after the Ger¬ 
man invasion of the 
Channel Islands. 

“It struck me that we 
have been trading with 
them for centuries with 
the first passenger and 
goods service between 
Weymouth and the Chan¬ 
nel Islands starting in 
1794. 

“I felt that it was long 
overdue that we ce¬ 
mented a lasting friend¬ 
ship and also recognised 
the links we have with 
the islands through Con¬ 
dor Ferries. 

“Council officers have 
visited Jersey and talked 
with its parliament, 
tourism chiefs and the is¬ 
land’s chamber of com-

merce to pave the way 
for setting up a society 
and promoting further 
contact and business be¬ 
tween the two communi¬ 
ties. 

“I personally visited 
Jersey a fortnight ago 
and was introduced and 
spoke to their parliament 
about the idea of forming 
such a society. 

“They were delighted, 
very enthusiastic about 
the idea, and said they

In more recent years Alistair has served, and 
continues to serve, as an independent councillor 
on the district council, a role which he describes

A past president of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Tourism and Industry he also played a key role in 
setting up the Business Improvement District in 
Dorchester. 

Alistair is a member of the New Hardy Players 
and an active litter-picker and supporter of the 
Dorchester Stop the Drop group. 


■ WHAT brought you to the county in the first place? 

I wanted to get out of London - to somewhere where 
you could see the sky during the day and the stars at 
night, if that doesn't sound too romantic. 

I started out in the Poole area but soon came to Dorch¬ 
ester which I found so rich and varied. The area is beau¬ 
tiful and has a stunning coast, soft rolling hills and from 
the tour guide point of view I was also aware of the im¬ 
portance of Hardy and the Tolpuddle Martyrs not to 
mention Judge Jeffreys. 

■ WHEN did you turn your attention to town crying? 

About 20 years ago. At the time I was doing town tours 
and was aware that I had a voice which people seemed 
to like and would carry! The town council advertised and 
I went along for an interview. I was told I'd got the job 
and offered £200 to go and get kitted out which is an¬ 
other story it itself as they don't generally stock town 
crier's outfits in Primark! 

■ MOST people will agree you took to it rather well 
- it also led to some competition success as well, 
didn't it? 

Yes, I was persuaded to enter the world championships 
in 1999 which was one of the largest ever held and I fin¬ 
ished as runner-up; I've also won the national champi¬ 
onship a few times and am the current Dorset champion. 



■ DOES the job have a downside? 

It does attract attention and with that you sometimes 
get a few insults and jeered at from time to time, but the 
majority are very good. 

Locally I think people realise that I am passionate about 
the town, which I think helps me do what most say is a 
good job.

There is more than enough in Dorchester to shout about 
which helps keep the role going and I'd like to think I am 
versatile and respectful. 

■ DO you have to take special measures to protect 
your voice? 

No. I do see colleagues gargling, swallowing honey and 
going through all sorts of rituals, but I don't do anything 
to help preserve my voice. 

■ WHY did you decide to also get involved as a dis¬ 
trict councillor? 

It wasn't something I really set out to do - but I did get 
rather worked up about the issue of the new council of¬ 
fices and what I think is appropriate, or inappropriate for 
the county town.. ..but it's a frustrating business and you 
soon learn that you have little say, even as a councillor, 
in what goes on. 

The county town has found itself, over the last few years, 
having to react to decisions made by others who are not 
necessarily from, or of Dorchester. 

Dorchester needs to create a vision for the town which 
is put together by the people of the town, not develop¬ 
ers, who come to look at it.. .all the town has been able 
to say in response to developments is'we don't like that'. 
We should be setting out what we do want. The classic 
example at the moment is the future of the prison site. 
It's important that we should now decide what we want 
to see it used for. 

■ WHEN you get some time to yourself what would 
you read, eat, or listen to? 

I'm not a very literary person really but I genuinely do 
enjoy Hardy, especially his poetry, although not all of it 
is good. 

I also like William Barnes and wish I could read it properly 
in Dorset dialect. I would have loved to have met Barnes, 
unlike Hardy he seems to have been a person who would 
talk to anyone. 

In music I like a wide range of styles, although perhaps 
not something like garage, or whatever it's now called. I 
quite often drift off to sleep listening to Classic FM but 
my favourite band is probably the Traveling Wilburys. 

As for food I like Italian but I also like anything which is 
tasty. You can't beat a good cheese and biscuit. 

■ AND if the lottery came up for you? 

I would buy up Charles Street and put something there 
to celebrate the heritage of the county and the county 
town. It would also have some retail and maybe some 
housing but I would do it in a way which added to the 
public enjoyment of this important site.

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New vision for council offices 


MAJOR plans for the future of Weymouth’s North 
Quay council offices are due to go before councillors 
on December 3rd. 

The existing 42-year-old building would take £2mil- 
lion to refurbish, so plans are being considered to re¬ 
locate borough council staff to sites such as the 
Mulberry Centre off Commercial Road and spare of¬ 
fices in the Crookhill depot at Chickerell. 

The North Quay offices would then be demolished 
and the site developed to possibly include a front-of- 
house council office. 

Proposals for the rest of the site, which is in a con¬ 
servation area, include sympathetic development to 
restore Weymouth’s historic harbourside and High 
Street with a combination of graceful town houses and 
apartments with some business use.

Weymouth and Portland environment director David 
Evans said he has a vision of taking the existing his¬ 
toric look on the south side of the harbour below Town 
Bridge and extending it right up to Boot Hill. 

He added: “Proposals for the former fire station site 
already reflect that vision and we will propose at the 
December 3rd meeting of the council’s management 
committee that development of the council offices site 
should follow the same vision. 

“It is a wonderful opportunity to help restore the his¬ 
toric character of this important site within the town 
centre conservation area. 


“It will take time but we hope that in a few years the 
Inner Harbour will look stunning. 

“Our proposals include restoring the old High Street 
for local access while narrowing the existing North 
Quay and having buildings there close to the water¬ 
front. 

“There would also be a walkway between buildings 
and harbour to allow pedestrians to stroll along and 
enjoy the restored historic setting. 

“If members approve what we are trying to do then 
we hope to be marketing the council offices site by 
mid-2014.” 

Mr Evans said that he hoped to meet with residents, 
Weymouth Civic Society and Weymouth Business 
Improvement District to discuss the possible way for¬ 
ward as part of the overall process for the site. 


Council propose to revolutionise parking 


DRIVE in movies, car 
sale days and car boot 
events could be the new 
face of council car park¬ 
ing in Weymouth. 

Revolutionary new 
plans are on the table as 
part of a shake-up vision 
covering the next five to 
ten years to make the au¬ 
thority’s car parking 
stock work much harder 
and generate new rev¬ 
enue streams. 

Car parks could be 
used to stage drive-in 
movies and areas such as 
the Swannery could be 
opened up and drivers 
trying to sell their car - 
many of whom currently 
do so by the side of the 
road - given a chance to 
buy a cheap all day park¬ 
ing spot in a cordoned 
off area for a mass car 
sale day where potential 
buyers can stroll round 
and view vehicles. 

The idea is so new that 
only one or two authori¬ 
ties currently do it and 
such sales could start 


within the next month as 
the council tries to avoid 
“meeting every problem 
with a stick”. 

There could be “Shake¬ 
speare in the Car Park” 
and classical music 
events while there are 
also plans for a Wey¬ 
mouth car boot sale to 
match that staged by 
rival Dorchester, again at 
the Swannery. 

Portland car parks at 
Chesil Beach and New 
Ground are also being 
spruced up. 

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land car parking man¬ 
ager Chris Graves said: 
“We have to be realistic 
in these harsh economic 
times and accept that we 
don’t have 100 percent 
occupancy in our car 
parks all year round. 

“There are clear gaps 
and we have to come up 
with new ideas to fill 
those gaps so our car 
parks generate the 
biggest possible revenue 
stream for the council 


while bringing in as 
many extra people as 
possible to town.” 

Mr Graves has been li¬ 
aising with Weymouth 
and Portland transport 
spokesman Councillor 
Christine James to come 
up with a raft of ideas 
which he hopes to bring 
in by Easter 2014. 

Councillor James said: 
“Other ideas include 
bringing in continental- 
style parking facilities 
for motor home users for 
24 or 48 hours at sites 
such as Lodmoor where 
they can hook up to elec¬ 
tricity and water. 

“We are not here to 
compete with campsites 
but to provide set points 
for motor home people 
passing through who 
currently just park any¬ 
where by the side of the 
road. 

“Let’s get moving with 
all things parking. What 
we are proposing is the 
biggest revolution for 
parking in years and we 


want it to happen now. 

“The only way for the 
town to grow and evolve 
is to significantly im¬ 
prove what we offer. 

“This series of brand 
new ideas for parking 
will freshen up Wey¬ 
mouth’s whole outlook 
and make us much more 
attractive to visitors.” 

Mr Graves said he was 
also actively encourag¬ 
ing potential investors 
and specialist event or¬ 
ganisers to come forward 
with their ideas. 

Mr Graves got backing 
for the parking revolu¬ 
tion when he presented a 
220-page report on the 
issue to the council’s 
management committee 
in July. 

Now he is looking at a 
much more flexible use 
of council parking stock 
by Easter 2014 and a 
much more simplified 
approach to the whole 
parking operation.

Drop in sessions to 
manage flood risks 


DORSET residents are being asked 
for their help with managing local 
flood risks. 

Last year the county was badly hit 
by flooding and Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil wants to understand where flood¬ 
ing happens and what natural or 
man-made features help prevent it. 

There will be a number of drop-in 
sessions across the county for people 
to find out how they can become in¬ 
volved. 

Local flooding comes from a num¬ 
ber of sources including surface water, 
groundwater, lakes and ordinary wa¬ 
tercourses such as ditches and 
streams. 

The council is working with the En¬ 
vironment Agency, Wessex Water and 


local councils to create a local flood 
risk management strategy. It will look 
into ways of coordinating flood risk 
management between the different 
agencies involved and seek ways to 
help communities manage the flood 
risk. 

Public feedback will inform devel¬ 
opment plans and improve flood pre¬ 
diction and warning systems. 

Susan Woodhouse, the council's 
senior engineer for flood risk manage¬ 
ment, said: “We would like to know 
about structures and features that pro¬ 
tect properties from flooding. They in¬ 
clude a wide range of things from 
garden walls and other man-made 
structures to raised areas of land, em¬ 
bankments and other natural features.” 


Hilary Cox, the county council’s 
cabinet member for environment, 
said: “We want to prioritise flood risk 
management to reflect the impact it 
has and the funding available. 

“Structures and features both private 
and public that protect properties from 
flooding may not be legally protected 
and can be altered without consent. It 
is important that appropriate structures 
and features legally protected to en¬ 
sure properties remain protected. 

“This is your opportunity to influ¬ 
ence how flooding from local sources 
can be better managed. We are hold¬ 
ing a number of drop-in sessions 
across Dorset and an online survey to 
gather your views. These are impor¬ 
tant to us so get involved.”

Redevelopment is only 
option for stadium land

PLANNERS will visit 
Lodmoor before they de¬ 
bate a major scheme to 
build a new stadium 
there for the relocation 
of Weymouth Football 
Club. 

The club currently 
plays at the Wessex Sta¬ 
dium which planning of¬ 
ficers say is on land 
owned by Wessex Deliv¬ 
ery which leases the sta¬ 
dium to the club. 

Wessex Delivery 
claims that the only way 
to secure the long term 
future of the club is to 
build homes on the Wes¬ 
sex Stadium land and use 
money generated by that 
to build a new stadium at 
Lodmoor. 

Accordingly Wessex 
Delivery has submitted 
one planning application 
to West Dorset District 
Council for permission 
to build up to 170 homes 


on the stadium land to¬ 
gether with village 
greens, a convenience 
store and parking, a sec¬ 
ond parallel application 
to Weymouth and Port¬ 
land council for access to 
the site and a third appli¬ 
cation to the borough 
council for a new sta¬ 
dium to be built at Lod¬ 
moor. 

Principal planning offi¬ 
cer Andrew Martin said 
Weymouth and Portland 
planners would consider 
the proposal for a new 
stadium at Lodmoor ei¬ 
ther at their November or 
December meeting. 
Whichever one is cho¬ 
sen, a site visit to Lod¬ 
moor will be held ahead 
of debate. 

He added: “This is one 
of the biggest double de¬ 
velopments that West 


Dorset and Weymouth 
and Portland has ever 
seen. 

“We understand that 
West Dorset planners 
will determine the Wes¬ 
sex Stadium housing 
proposal which is being 
submitted to fund the 
new stadium at Lod¬ 
moor.” 

Planning consultants 
Tanner & Tilley said in a 
statement: “Wessex De¬ 
livery intends to rede¬ 
velop land at the Wessex 
Stadium and adjoining 
land to facilitate the relo¬ 
cation of Weymouth 
Football Club to a mod¬ 
ern purpose built new 
football ground in a 
more sustainable loca¬ 
tion within Weymouth. 

“The existing stadium 
dates from the 1980’s 
and is in need of major 


investment if it is to con¬ 
tinue to serve the needs 
of the community. 

“This is not, however, 
feasible either practically 
or financially. Redevel¬ 
opment is the only op¬ 
tion.” 

T&T have submitted 
documents to planners 
showing that as at 2010 
the existing stadium had 
a backlog of more than 
£400,000 in maintenance 
works with future main¬ 
tenance works estimated 
at nearly £300,000 
needed by 2015. 

They add that Lodmoor 
was chosen as the site for 
a new stadium after 
“comprehensive assess¬ 
ment” of eight possible 
locations. 

Chickerell Town Coun¬ 
cil has already come out 
against housing propos¬ 
als for the Wessex Sta¬ 
dium land.

Google Chromebook 
provision. 

Students at the Acad¬ 
emy are each given a 
Samsung Chromebook at 
no charge to support their 
learning both at school 
and at home. 

Principal Alison Apple- 
yard said the programme 
was all about “what is 


best for the learner”, and 
added: “This environ¬ 
ment supports students 
and teachers to imple¬ 
ment transformative uses 
of technology.” 

She said she believed 
that the use of Chrome- 
books would “enhance 
students’ engagement

A Chromebook is 
Google’s version of a 
portable computer, 
smaller and slimmer than 
a laptop. 

More than 800 of them 
have been bought to sup¬ 
port what IPACA de¬ 
scribes as “an engaging, 
innovative and success¬ 
ful approach to teaching 
and learning”.

Still holding out hope for change 


AFTER savaging Weymouth’s new traf¬ 
fic light and junction system in this col¬ 
umn since it went live early last year I 
still hold out little hope of major - if any

rolled up one minute only to be 
caught out the next by a north wind 
snapping at my heels as I went out for 
a job. 

There wasn't anything to tip me off 
because the sun was blazing down 
when I got up and everything looked 
lovely, so I unwisely wrote off a bit of a 
nip as I walked to the car and opted for 
a light jacket. 

Act in haste and repent at leisure 
goes the saying and I was repenting 
for several hours, shivering while an 
icy wind chopped into summer mem¬ 
ories as I joined a pinched-faced group 
of fellow weather refugees in a dis- 


- changes. 

There are rumblings that council bosses 
say they are willing to attend a meeting 
to hear people’s concerns, but it is one 


graceful barging match to get the best 
bit of shelter behind a van. 

Unfortunately they won and there 
were smirks and nudges as I was 
forced out into the open to do a bit of 
writing, unable to dodge winter's blast 
any longer. 

Since then we've had more freezing 
winter conditions together with great 
dollops of rain. Ah, but it's still only au¬ 
tumn I hear you say. 

Well, take it from me that when it's so 
cold you can't properly grip a pen, 
your teeth are chattering, you're 
soaked to the skin and both you and 
your interviewee want to keep it short 
and sweet then that's a good enough 
definition of winter for me.

thing to listen and quite another to take 
action. 

People have to grasp what is at stake 
here. 

On the one side is a showcase new 
transport system costing milli ons of 
pounds which was unveiled with great 
fanfare for the Olympics by people who 
say it works well and that they have no¬ 
ticed few if any of the problems leveled 
against it. On the other hand are the driv¬ 
ers who have to use it. 

Now all things are possible, but those 
who want the system changed are facing 
an incredibly difficult task to achieve 
that. 

Their main stumbling block has to be 
officialdom since you don’t have to be a 
genius to work out that an authority 
which has put its name to a state-of-the- 
art scheme is unlikely to look too kindly 
on suggestions that they have got it badly 
wrong. 

Yet the weight of evidence for such a 
suggestion just grows and grows. 

T his ranges from drivers spending up to 
an hour per week just waiting at traffic 


lights - that’s more than two whole days 
per year - to seriously worrying com¬ 
ments from police that since the system 
arrived they have been concerned to no¬ 
tice the growing “racetrack” mentality of 
drivers roaring away from lights in a bid 
to be first to the point where two lanes 
telescope into one. 

Elderly people tell me they stay away 
from certain junctions such as Boot Hill 
unless they absolutely must use them, 
other drivers change their route or cut 
down their town centre visits, some cut¬ 
ting them out altogether and going to 
shop in Dorchester. 

What price the Weymouth economy 
with that as one of several negative fac¬ 
tors which include growing rivalry for 
shoppers from the county town. 

A meeting of minds makes the basic as¬ 
sumption that there are going to be minds 
there prepared to consider not dismiss, to 
debate rather than defend and to be open 
to possible change rather than closed to 
it before a word is spoken. Something 
will have to be done because this motor¬ 
ing misery can’t go on for ever... .can it?

Care for a cuppa? Hold a tea party 


DORSET Police has recorded an 8.6 per cent de¬ 
crease in overall crime during April to June 2013, 
compared to the same period last year according 
to the latest quarterly crime figures for police 
forces across the country released by the Home Of¬ 
fice. 

This drop in crime saw 9,452 recorded offences 
compared to 10,337 last year, a reduction of 885. 

Dwelling burglary has seen a decrease of 12.7 per 
cent, with the number of incidents falling from 497 
to 434. 

Vehicle crime has fallen by 3.5 per cent, with 
1,131 recorded incidents compared to 1,172 last 
term. 

Anti-social behaviour has dropped by 6.7 per 
cent with 572 fewer incidents, while serious violent 
crime has decreased by 15.4 per cent. 

The Positive Outcome Rate for Dorset has risen 
to 24.8 per cent from 21.1 percent during this pe¬ 
riod. 

A positive outcome describes the number of offi¬ 
cially solved crimes and is defined by new govern¬ 
ment measures as a sanctioned detection, 
community resolution (action taken in respect of 
minor crime, in line with a victim's needs) or 
restorative justice. 

Assistant Chief Constable David Lewis said: "I am 
delighted that crime continues to fall across the 
county. 

"These quarterly figures show that there were 
885 fewer crimes reported to Dorset Police be¬ 
tween April and June 2013 compared to the same 
period last year. This is good news for 885 people 


who did not become victims of crime in that time. 

"We continue to work together with local com¬ 
munities and other public services to make Dorset 
safer, and it is by working in close partnership that 
we have been able to achieve this reduction in 
crime. 

"Vehicle crime has fallen, with 41 fewer incidents 
reported to the police. This reflects the success of 
Operation Wave, which aims to tackle thefts of and 
from vehicles and was re-launched in January this 
year. 

"There were also 63 fewer burglaries which is also 
a particular focus for us through Operation Castle. 

"Despite these encouraging statistics we are not 
complacent, and there are challenges that the 
Force is working to overcome as we head towards 
2014. 

"There were 18 more serious sexual offences 
compared to the same period last year, and we 
also saw a slight increase in the number of shed 
and garage breaks, from 500 to 513." 

Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner Martyn 
Underhill said: "I welcome the continued decline 
of overall crime in Dorset. 

"I am also delighted that 1 in 4 crimes are now 
being detected and I congratulate the Force on 
their performance. When I was elected the detec¬ 
tion rate was 1 in 5.1 am confident that the Force 
will reach the target I set them, of 1 in 3 crimes 
being detected by the end of my term. 

"Operation Advance is really helping the Force 
to investigate crime more efficiently and effec¬ 
tively, leading to more crimes being detected."

Hope for angling society as they battle to save home 


FISHERMEN are delighted that they have 
gained a stay of execution for council plans 
which could have demolished Weymouth An¬ 
gling Society’s (WAS) building for a car park. 

More than 1,000 furious fishermen have 
signed a petition against a report proposal to 
refuse WAS a new lease for their Commercial 
Road site because using the site in a different 
way “would produce a more attractive return 
to the council”. 

Anglers made their feelings known at a 
meeting of the council’s harbour committee 
which agreed to recommend colleagues on the 
council’s management committee to consider 
negotiating a new lease with the society at a 
rate to reflect inflation. 

But anglers remained cautious about the de¬ 


cision, which they said was “only half the bat¬ 
tle”. 

Society chairman Billy Short said: “Our 
lease is due to run out in March 2014 and we 
feel the council should have approached us a 
good year in advance of that to talk about a 
new lease. 

“We have served a Section 26 notice on the 
council forcing them to reply to us about a new 
lease by November 11th. 

“That means that the November 5th council 
management committee will basically decide 
whether to offer us a new lease as suggested 
by the harbour committee or not.” 

Weymouth and Portland mayor Councillor 
Ray Banham, who is the society’s honorary 
president, said: “I was absolutely flabbergasted 


and appalled that this issue came to the com¬ 
mittee in the form it did. 

“The recommendation by the harbour com¬ 
mittee that the management committee offer a 
new lease is a victory for common sense be¬ 
cause of the huge amount of revenue and 
worldwide prestige that the society brings to 
this town. 

“The society’s building is also an important 
community hub where many local groups, 
clubs, societies and charities meet to hold their 
events every week, so suggestions that the 
building should be demolished beggars belief. 

“I will try to attend the November 5th meet¬ 
ing to ensure that the society, which is the old¬ 
est angling club in the UK, gets the lease it 
deserves.”

Dark chocolate & 
Cranberry roulade 



Ingredients 


For the sponge 

. 1.1 tbsp plain flour, for dusting 
. 50g self-raising flour 
. l tsp baking powder 
. 25g good-quality cocoa powder 
. 50g ground almonds 
. 5 large eggs 

. loog caster sugar, plus extra for turning the cake out 
For the filling 
. 2x 250g tubs mascarpone 
. grated zest l orange 
• 300g jar good-quality cranberry sauce 
For the frosting 
. 200g good-quality dark chocolate, 
broken into pieces 
. I75g unsalted butter, softened 
. 50g icing sugar, sifted 


Method 

1. Heat oven to i 9 oC/fan lyoC/gas 5 . Butter a large (approx 
30 cm x 40 cm) Swiss roll tin and line the base and sides with 
baking parchment. Lightly butter the parchment, dust with 
the plain flour and tip out any excess. 

2. Sift the self-raising flour, baking powder and cocoa into a 
bowl and mix in the ground almonds. Put the eggs and 
caster sugar in a large mixing bowl and beat, using an 
electric hand-whisk or tabletop mixer, for 5-10 mins until 
pale, thick and trebled in volume. The mixture should leave 
a trail when the beaters are lifted out. 

3. Fold the dry ingredients into the egg mixture using a large 
metal spoon. Pour into the prepared tin, then tip the tin 
from side to side until it is covered in an even layer of 
batter and the corners are filled. Bake on the middle shelf 
of the oven for 12-15 mins or until firm to the touch. Mean 
while, lay a sheet of baking parchment on the work surface 
and sprinkle with caster sugar. 

4. Allow the sponge to cool for 1 min before turning out onto 
the sugared paper. Peel away the backing paper and, with 
the short side facing you, roll the sponge away from you so 
that the sugary parchment is rolled inside the roulade. This 
will help you to fill and roll it later. Set aside until 
completely cold. 

5. To make the filling, beat the mascarpone with the orange 
zest. Unroll the sponge, discard the inside paper and evenly 
spread the mascarpone over, leaving a finger-width border 
around the edges. Cover with the cranberry sauce. Using 
the outside baking paper to help, roll the sponge away from 
you as tightly as possible. Transfer to a serving platter, cover 
loosely and chill while you prepare the frosting. 

6 . For the frosting, melt the chocolate in a heatproof bowl over 
a pan of just-simmering water, or microwave on High for 2 
mins, stirring halfway through. Set aside for about 10 mins 
until cooled, but still soft. 

Meanwhile, beat the butter and icing sugar together until pale 
and smooth. Pour in the chocolate and stir thoroughly to com¬ 
bine. Set aside for 20 mins to firm up slightly before using a 
palette knife to cover the roulade in frosting. Mark with a fork 
to create a log effect. To decorate, arrange the cranberries and 
bay leaves along the length of the log. Dust with a little icing 
sugar just before serving. Cut into slices, removing cranberries 
and bay leaves to serve. The roulade can be made up to a day 
ahead. Take it out of the fridge at least 30 mins before you 
want to serve it, to allow the filling and icing to soften.

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Mince Pies 

This crumbly, fruity mince pie recipe is a 
Christmas classic. Serve warm with lashings of 
brandy butter.

Ingredients 

• 350g/i2oz high quality mincemeat, preferably 
homemade 

. 200g/7oz plain flour, sifted 
. 40g/iV20z golden caster sugar 

• 75 g/ 2 3 / 40 z ground almonds 

. I25g/4V20Z unsalted butter, diced 
. l large free-range egg, beaten 
. milk, to glaze 

Preparation method 

1. Lightly butter a 12-hole pie or patty tin. Tip the 
mincemeat into a bowl and stir so that the liquid 
is evenly distributed. 

2. Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in a 
food processor and process briefly until 
resembling breadcrumbs, then slowly add the egg 
through the feeder tube. (Or rub the butter into 
the dry ingredients by hand and stir in the egg.) 

3. Bring the mixture together with your hands, wrap 
in clingfilm and chill for an hour or so. Thinly roll 
out the pastry on a floured surface. Cut out 12 
circles with a fluted pastry cutter, large enough to 
fill the base of the prepared tin. Press gently into 
each hole, then fill with the mincemeat. 

4. Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs and use 
to cover the mincemeat. Press the edges together 
to seal. Make a small slit in the top of each, then 
brush lightly with milk. Chill for about 30 
minutes. Meanwhile, preheat the oven to 
200C/400F/Gas 6. 

5. Bake the pies for 20 minutes until golden brown. 
Remove to a wire rack and serve warm.

Salt & pepper turkey 



Ingredients 
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. 4V2 -5.6kg/io-i2lb turkey, thawed if frozen, 
giblets removed 
. 1 tbsp black peppercorns 
. 1 tbsp Maldon sea salt 
. 1 lemon 

. A few bay leaves, plus extra sprigs to garnish 
. stuffing of your choice 
. 50g butter, melted 
. 10-12 rashers streaky bacon 

For the gravy 

. 2 tbsp plain flour 
. 600ml turkeys or chicken stock 
. I50ml/V4 pint port 
. 4 tbsp lingonberries preserve or 
cranberry sauce 
. 2 tsp wholegrain mustard 


Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to i 9 oC/gas 5 / fan i 7 oC.Wash the turkey 
inside and out and dry well with kitchen paper. Season 
inside the bird with salt and pepper. 

2 . Coarsely crush the peppercorns with a pestle and mortar 
and add the sea salt. Finely grate the lemon rind on top and 
mix together. Quarter the lemon and put inside the body 
cavity along with a few bay leaves. 

3. If you are stuffing the turkey, stuff the neck end only, 
pushing it towards the breast. Don’t overfill, as the stuffing 
will expand on cooking. Any leftover stuffing can be shaped 
into walnut-sized balls and cooked around the turkey for 
the last half-hour. Secure the neck end flap with a small 
metal or wooden skewer. 

4. Tie the turkey legs together with kitchen string to give it a 
good shape. Weigh the turkey and calculate the cooking time 
at 18 minutes per 450 g/ilb. 

5. Set the turkey in a large roasting tin. Brush liberally all over 
with melted butter. Sprinkle the salt and pepper mix evenly 
over the breast and legs. 

6 . Cover the turkey loosely with a large square of foil and roast 
for the calculated cooking time, basting with the pan juices 
every hour. Half an hour before the end of the cooking time, 
remove the foil and string.Re-tie the legs with a rasher of 
bacon and arrange the rest in a lattice over the breast. Place 
any stuffing balls around the turkey. Spoon or siphon off 6 
tbsp of pan juices into a saucepan for the gravy, then return 
the turkey to the oven. 

7 . At the end of the cooking time, transfer the turkey to a 
serving platter. Cover tightly with foil and leave to rest for 
15-45 minutes. 

Meanwhile, make the gravy. Heat the 6 tbsp of pan juices in 
the saucepan. Whisk in the flour and cook for 3 minutes until 
golden. Gradually whisk in the turkey or chicken stock and 
port, cooking until the gravy is no longer lumpy. Stir in the lin- 
gonberry preserve (or cranberry sauce) and mustard and sim¬ 
mer for 5 minutes. Then taste the gravy and season if 
necessary. Skim off the fat from the juices in the roasting tin, 
then add about i 50 ml /]/4 pint of the pan juices to the gravy. 
Heat through then transfer to a warmed gravy boat.

Preparation method 

1. Put the butter, sugar, flour and almonds into a food 
processor and whizz until the mixture just comes 
together and forms a ball. If making by hand, first 
beat together the butter and sugar, then add the flour 
and ground almonds. Wrap in cling film and leave in 
the fridge for at least 1 hr. 

2. Remove the dough from the fridge and knead until 
it is soft enough to shape and roll. Divide into two 
even-size balls. Sprinkle a little plain flour over your 
work surface and roll out one ball of pastry. I find it 
best to start the rolling myself so that it’s even, then 
let the kids finish it off. The dough should be 
approximately 5mm thick. 

3. Using a star cutter (about 6cm wide) dipped in a 
little flour to stop it from sticking, cut out as many 
star shapes as you can. Then lightly knead the dough 
trimmings together and roll out again. Keep going 
until you have about 24 stars. 

4. Carefully place the stars on a baking sheet, making 
sure you keep them slightly apart. Roll out the second 
ball of dough the same way. Cut out the same-size 
stars and place them on a baking sheet. Now cut out 
a small circle in the centre of each biscuit using a 
small cookie cutter or the end of a large piping 
nozzle. 

5. Heat oven to iqoC/fan i20C/gas 1 and cook the 
biscuits for 20-30 mins until just golden. 

6. Remove from the oven and place on a cooling rack 
to cool completely. Place a blob of jam onto the centre 
of the biscuits without the cut-out circle. Be generous 
- you want the jam to show at the edges as well as the 
centre. Place the top halves of the biscuits on and 
push down gently. These will keep in an airtight 
container for up to 3 days.

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IT'S NOT often one gets the 
chance to hear aTEDTalk speaker 
live. In November, Daniel Bye 
brings his comic and provocative 
show The Price of Everything'to 
three arts venues - Dorchester 
Arts Centre, Bridport Arts Centre 
and the Marine Theatre Lyme 
Regis. 

How much is beauty worth? What 
will people pay for an air guitar on 
eBay?

don't know.

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More than 70% of motorists 
are opposed to clocks going 
back this Sunday 


SEVEN out often motorists in the UK are against 
the clocks going back this week, according to a 
new survey. 

And 60% of drivers thought there would be 
fewer deaths on British roads if the system were 
abolished. 

A poll by car accident camera company Smart 
Witness showed that 70.8% of people would 
vote to abolish the practice of British Standard 
Time BST if there was a referendum tomorrow. 

British Standard Time, also referred to a British 
SummerTime puts the clocks forward of Green¬ 
wich Mean Time (GMT) by an hour on the last 
Sunday of March, and then puts them back 
again on the last Sunday of October. 

One of the main reasons for opposition to the 
clocks going back an hour next Sunday 27th Oc¬ 
tober was the increased number of deaths on 
the roads involving school-children because of 
darker afternoons. 

Nearly two-thirds of drivers (60%) said the rea¬ 
son they wanted to stop the clocks going back 
was that road accident mortality rates rise sig¬ 
nificantly in the winter months after the clocks 
are put back. 

Smart Witness managing director Simon 
Marsh said: "The findings from the survey were 
very clear: the vast majority of people in England 
do not want the clocks to go back in October 
and think the road safety is one of the main rea¬ 
sons why the law needs to change. 

"Our company provides video accident cam¬ 
eras to private motorists, taxi firms, and haulage 
companies across the UK and every year we see 
a steep increase in the number of accidents after 
the clocks go back due to reduced visibility at af¬ 
ternoon rush-hour. Many of the insurers that we 
work with would welcome a change in the law 
because it would make a big reduction to the 
number of serious accidents on British roads." 

Road accident figures from 2011 show that 
pedestrian deaths rise sharply from 25 in Sep¬ 
tember to 34 in October, 48 in November and up 
to 65 in December, according to the Royal Soci¬ 
ety of Prevention of Accidents (RoSPA). 


Also in 2009 the Department of Transport 
published a paper that confirmed that moving 
to lighter evenings would prevent about 80 
deaths on the road a year, and would be cheap 
to implement. 

Marsh added:"The reasoning is simple: darker 
afternoons cause more accidents than darker 
mornings. Motorists are more likely to be tired 
after a day's work and concentration levels are 
lower, also children tend to go straight to school 
in the mornings but spend longer travelling 
home in the afternoon, increasing their expo¬ 
sure to road dangers. There are also more shop¬ 
ping, social and leisure trips after work, so this is 
the time where it makes more sense for it to be 
lighter." 

In the Smart Witness survey entitled "Do You 
Want The Clock To Go Back?" motorists were 
asked whether they liked and disliked the clocks 
going back and 73.4% said they disliked it. The 
largest group of respondents, 46.4% said they 
didn't like the fact it was dark when they trav¬ 
elled home from work. Another 12% said they 
disliked the fact it was more dangerous for 
women to commute home from work in the 
dark, and another 14.8% said they were con¬ 
cerned for the safety of school children. Only 
26.5% came up with reasons that they liked the 
clocks going back - most of that group (20.3%) 
said they preferred having lighter mornings. 

The majority (67.2%) also thought it would 
make things easier for Britain to trade with Eu¬ 
rope if we were running on closer time to Central 
European Time. 

RoSPA have suggested replacing British Stan¬ 
dard Time with a new system called Single Dou¬ 
ble British Summertime which is GMT + 2 hours 
in summer (March to October) and GMT + 1 
hours from October to March. 

For the first year of operation changing over 
from BST, the clocks wouldn't go back at all in 
October, but the clocks would be put forward 
again in March, making the time GMT + 2 hours, 
the clocks would be put back the October after 
that to bring the time back to GMT + 1 hour. 


UK new generation Audi A8 models 
ready for a grand entrance 


CONFIRMATION of UK pricing this week has 
paved the way for even more elegant, more tech¬ 
nologically sophisticated and more fuel efficient 
new generation Audi A8 models to plot a course 
for the UK. Available to order now starting at 
£58,800, and due to arrive here in January, the 
latest Audi luxury flagship range combines revi¬ 
sions to its weight-optimised, predominantly 
aluminium Audi Space Frame (ASF) body with a 
raft of technological advances including new 
MatrixBeam LED headlights and an upgraded 
line-up of EU6-compliant engines. 

Subtle resculpting of the bonnet, the single 
frame grille, the bumper and the lower edge of 
the headlight units has sharpened the frontal 
view of the new generation A8. At the rear, the 
design of the LED tail lamps has been revised 
and the bumper in all models bar the S8 now in¬ 
corporates two rhomboid tail pipes. New chrome 
elements, new high gloss black window sur¬ 
rounds and five new colours also mark out the 
updated car. 

The visual appeal, visibility and active safety of 
the new generation A8 can also now be en¬ 
hanced by new headlights employing Ma¬ 
trixBeam Light Emitting Diode (LED) technology 
which sets new benchmarks. 

The high-beam function in these unique head¬ 
lights uses 25 individual LEDs per unit that can 
be switched on and off or dimmed individually 
depending on the situation. This enables the 
headlight system to react extremely precisely to 
other vehicles while always brightly illuminating 
the road. When the on-board camera detects 
other vehicles ahead, the Audi MatrixBeam LED 
headlights mask the relevant sections of the 
high-beam bydimming or shutting off individual 
diodes. Very bright illumination is preserved in 
the remaining zones. 

The lighting system in the A8 uses predictive 


route data from the navigation system with MMI 
Touch to adjust the distribution of light in re¬ 
sponse to the current driving situation, and can 
recognise and act on route data, such as corners 
and road classifications. 

New dynamic indicators boost safety 

Additional features of the new headlights are 
the intelligent cornering lights, new-look day¬ 
time running lights and dynamic indicator lights, 
the latter comprising blocks of LEDs arranged in 
a strip which are sequentially illuminated at 20 
millisecond intervals, from the inside outwards, 
in the desired turning direction. This 'sweeping 
function' makes it even clearer to surrounding 
road users that the A8 is about to turn. 

The even sleeker new standard and long 
wheelbase bodies house a choice of seven petrol 
and TDI engines linked to an eight-speed tip- 
tronic transmission, all of which now comply 


with forthcoming EU6 emissions regulations, 
and the majority of which have been revised to 
improve performance and efficiency. The super¬ 
charged 3.0TFSI petrol engine is boosted from 
290PS to 31 OPS, the V8 twin-turbo 4.0 TFSI 
moves from 420PS to 435PS and now incorpo¬ 
rates fuel-sparing Cylinder on Demand technol¬ 
ogy, the highly efficient 3.0 TDI increases from 
250PS to 258PS and the 4.2 TDI gains 35PS, tak¬ 
ing it to 385PS. Its already mighty torque output 
is also increased by 50Nm to a prodigious 850 
Nm (626.93 Ib-ft). 

Thanks to significant modifications to compo¬ 
nents such as the injection and exhaust gas re¬ 
circulation systems and the turbocharger, and 
the integration of an active exhaust gas af¬ 
tertreatment system using AdBlue exhaust treat¬ 
ment solution, both TDI engines are now 
classified as'clean diesels'.

BRANDON Goodship returned to Dorchester 
Town on Friday in time to take his place at York 
Road and help lift the Magpies off the bottom 
of the Skrill South league. 

The AFC Bournemouth loanee replaced 
Aristede Bassele who returned to the Cham¬ 
pionship club.

United had first sight of the goal on 10 min¬ 
utes when Harry Pritchard's shot was de¬ 
flected wide.
